For once, the Old Timers and the 
Rising Generation hit it off; for once, 
they seemed to vibrate on the same 
plane. Evening garb was plentiful. 
The dainty dames showed up all 
shingled, sand papered and perfum- 
ed. The gastronomicM line-of- 
march was excellent -led by a Del- 
monico steak as large as the plate, 
and cooked to a turn. The speeches 
were interspliced with quasi-vaude- 
ville turns. From 8.30 sharp until 
12.12, there was not a dull moment. 
All for $2. 

The only Grand Officers attending 
the banquet were Secretary Gibson 
and Trustee Barrow.
